Ravescene 
talked to Anton about the 
station. 

Anton: It is very dangerous 
these days to be involved with a 
pirate as the penalties are 
enormous. — confiscated 
equipment can be replaced, but 
personal liberty can’t We do it 
because there is a big, big rave 
scene out there that just doesn’t 
get covered by the legal 
stations. 

R.S.: How do you decide on 
musical Policy? 

Anton: We do run as a 
business, but we don’t have 
playlists, which now even Kiss 
have succumbed to. All the 
D.J’s are encouraged to do their 
own thing and show what they 
can do. We promote new 
records but its not payola. 
Everything that’s played, gets in 
by merit 

R.S.: Is radio presenting very 
different to playing live? 


D.J.’s are becoming very well 
known on the rave scene, but 
for me, although I love to play 
at raves, I am very fussy as to 
which ones I do. I see my future 
in broadcasting. To be a 
presenter the first and foremost 
skills are those of 
communication.and versatility. 
You have to talk and talk sense. 

I often wonder why there are no 
black DJ’s on Radio 1 - maybe 
its because most are too street? 
Last year I was runner up to 
present Music Box - Robbie 
Vincent’s daughter got it! 

R.S.: Has Pulse had any trouble 
from other Pirates? 

Anton: We all get enough from 
the DTI, but we have been 
threatened by our competition 
in the past, but its all been 
sorted out diplomatically. 
There’s enough room for 
everyone. 

R.S.: Any advice for would be 
pirates? 

Anton: You need a lot of time, a 
lot of thought and a lot of 
money. You don’t need to be 
offensive on air, but you have to 
be innovative. There are so 
many bedroom mixers out there 
with so much talent who need a 
break. If the legals won’t give it 
to them what choice is there? O * 
You can catch Anton playing 
live at our Christmas Party at 
Labrynth on December 19th.

ROCKET 

The Rocket is in Holloway Road, 
just opposite the tube station and 
over the last year has acquired a 
reputation as one of the most 
kicking rave venues in London. 
This is mostly due to the Rocket 
Management for their wise 
decisions as to which promoters 
they allow in. 

We visited the club 3 nights in a 
row to see how the venue can 
acquire a different identity, 
according to who is running it. 
NITZER EBB at The Rocket 
Thursday 28th November 
Nitzer Ebb have been around for 
a while now and this gig was the 
last of the English leg of their 
European Tour. They attract a 
strong following from the 
student/indie sector and their 
music is better reviewed in the 
likes of NME. For us the 
interesting part was the way they 
used the venue. Security was 
tight, and even though on the 
guest list we had to queue. Its 
been some time since we have 
been to this type of gig, and the 
dark auditorium was a shock. The 
band had an excellent lighting rig 
on stage though, which they used 
to full effect. There were no 
dance platforms or backdrops and 
the bar was selling a lot of beer. 
We got the impression that the 
staff at the Rocket prefer the 
ravers, even though the 
atmosphere for this event was 
alive and the band well received. 
iThursday night showed us just 
how much extra work the rave 
promoters with the help of the 
Rocket put in to transform the 
basic venue. 

VISION ON AT THE ROCKET 
Friday 29th November 
Life Beyond gave us Vision on 
approximately twice a month. 
They’re an approachable 
organization and one of the few 
that actually send inforniation 
through to their members,' so it is 
worth filling in the slip on the 
bottom of their flyer. Members 
also get £5 off the door price, a 
big plus. 

This is a rave by ravers for ravers, 
no glitz, but lots of lazers and 
tunes that get you buzzin. The 


crowd is laid back and slightly 
older. They’re there to seriously 
dance, and at Vision On you can, 
because its not too rammed. 
Respect due also because 
alongside the lop line D.J's are 
newer names playing mostly in 
the smaller room, getting the 
break that they deserve. 

In the main hall, the dex are on 
the stage, and its refreshing to be 
able to get close enough to watch 
the DJ's work, without a bouncer 
looking for your pass. 

A relaxed, easy night, no 
pressure, no stress, safe.

ORANGE AT THE ROCKET 

Saturday 30th November 
This must be the most consistently 
successful rave night out in 
London and deservedly so. Queue 
for up to two hours for the 
privilege of a guaranteed pukka 
night out. 

The Orange Club know the score 
and anyone out there who is 
thinking of putting on an event 
should check this out first because 
in our opinion its a good example 
of how to do things right. 

Firstly the sounds. 28k of turbo 
buzz sawing up and down the 
spine. Top line spin-masters 
including a residency for one of 


our old faves Dek Tek, Loft 
Groover and DJ Randall a Vinyl 
Visionary also regularly plays. 
The night kicks in with some of 
the more familiar slammers, 
bringing in the newer stuff later 
on. Let’s face it, you can’t get 
much more progressive than 
Lofty. 

Genuine multi-coloured lazers, 
used more effectively and 
imaginatively than many we’ve 
seen with the main hall drenched 
in U.V., arc lights and strobes 
giving the impression of a very 
bright main dance area, and it 
works. Projections and the DJ box 
are on the stage, but it would be 
worth having some dancers on 
there too. 

Huge orange balls are suspended 
from the ceiling with lots and lots 
of let’s say, decadent backdrops 
enhancing the very warm 
atmosphere. 

Alcohol is available up until 2 am, 
more as a courtesy than anything 
else, not a beerie in sight. This is a 
good club for learners. 

The Orange’s own security work 
well in conjunction with Impact, 
the house firm. No bad vibes here, 
they want you to party. 

Chopper for us rates alongside 
Terry at Labrynth as the most 
professional doormen in the 
business. Respect, respect and 


triple respect.

We 
realise that traffic, weather 
and car trouble etc., can 
conspire to prevent D.J.s 


from being at a rave at the 
right time or at all. 
Nevertheless when we hear 
a rumour that some D.J.s 
might be taking money just 
to be credited on a flyer 
with no intention of 
playing, we take a dim 
view. Short-sighted really 
when there are so many 
good young D.J.s waiting 
in the wings. 


Labrynth have installed lots of 
new lights, making an excellent 
club even better. 

Licence problems are looming at 
the moment for lots of clubs. 
Neighbours have been 
complaining about the noise 
when the ravers tum out at 6 am. 
Unless you want to go back to 2 
am closing, keep quiet on the 
street. 

The Pirate Club re-opened on 
November 30th at Roller 
Express, Edmonton. Superb 
venue. Info on 081 906 2183. 
Local authorities seem to be 
making a very tidy income at the 
moment from non-refundable 
licence fees for raves, which 
they then cancel. Of course, 
some raves shouldn’t go ahead 
because of the promoters bad 
history, but it seems to be 
happening all too often.
